THE CROP NEBRASKA 
' 
CROWNS KING. 


• Despite the introduction of drverslfled methods !n 
agriculture, corn remains the principal crop raided in 
Nebraska. 


It is the greatest Blnglc crop grown upon the farms 


of America. 


In the earliest colonial days. It averted the threat 


of starvation and then again when the World W*» 
turned half of the earth's population from peaceful 
pursuits to the grim conflict of the battlefield, corn 
and the products which come from it became the 
chief items of food for millions and millions. As the 
basic food for the fattening of animals it has no 
equal. 


The United States produces 70 per cent of all the 


corn raised In tho world, and twelve central western 
states, of which Nebraska's one, raise an equal per- 
centage of tWcrop grown in this country. 


The greatest miracle of the Western plains can be 


seen In the miles and miles of waving corn fields. 
There is no sight in this country to equal It.' And 
yet those of us who have lived in ttfe midst of it all 
of OUT lives give little thought 'to the blessings which 
idea' soil and climate confer upon a comparatively 
small section of the earth, to which the world must 
look for most of Its corn. 


There is every reason why the cornbelt farmer, and 


that means the Nebraska farmer, should look to the 
future with the greatest confidence and optimism. 
Only certain portions of the earth are adapted to, the 
cultivation of corn. The climate where corn thrives 
best calls for a mean summer temperature around 70 
to SO degrees, with an average daily minimum tem- 
perature in the summer of over 58 degrees, where 
the ave'rage annual froatless season Is over 140 days 
and where the average precipitation is between 25 
and 50 inches, and where between seven and eight 
inches of rain fall during July and August. 


* * * 


Few of us In this state understand the exact con- 


ditions under which Nebraska's crop reaches-its fin- 
est possibilities. We know that It takes considerable 
moisture and considerable sunshine, and that hot, 
dry weather either reduces the yield or ruins the 
crop . 


S. D. Gromer, associate professor o* rural econom- 


ics of the Missouri College of Agriculture, directs at- 
tention in the St. Louis Post Dispatch to the fact tha* 
the corn -plant Is made entirely of water, air and 
a, soil solution with the aid of the sun. He is author- 
ity-for the statement that 56,000 pounds of water, in- 
cluding the amount lost by evaporation, are required 
to produce each bushel of corn. A fifty bushel crqp 
of corn then requires 1,400 tons of w.ater.. An acre- 
inch of water weighs 113 tons, therefore Prof- Gromer 
estimates that it requires 12.39 inches of rain to 
make 60 bushels to the acre* If the runoff water Is * 
third to a half of the total, the yearly precipitation 
must bfe around 18 1-2 inches. 


In Nebraska and other Missouri Valley states, the 


tO-day period, beginning early in July sees the mak- 
ing or thg destruction of the corn crop. The loss of 
an inch of rainfall from the minimum required in 
the four months of the growing season reduces the 
yield approximately 4 bushels to the acre. Drouth 
in July and .the early part of August causes a much 
greater loss, according to the prevallin-- temperatures 
which accompany the dry period. 


The average yearly rainfall 'in this state ranges 


from 22 inches In the western counties to 32 inched 
in the eastern section. Generally this fulfills the re 
quirements for corn. 
The temperatures so far as 


sufficient heat is concerned rarely give concern. The 
reason why corn remains the big crop in this state 
is because It la peculiarly adapted to it. Only two 
others—Illinois; and Iowa raise ^aore corn.

It all depends on one's habits and environment as

anders have always lived next door to the ocean and 
have had a hard time keeping old Neptune within 
his proper confines.

out in these advanced days, or is left to mathemat-. 
ical persons, who measure distances instead of trfc- 
ing forms, and calculate density instead o : seeing the 
days of happiness and sorrow to come . 


One amateur, nevertheless, who calls himself a 


scientist but probably would be disowned by cvery 
Ph. D. who ever trod an observatory hall, still sticks 
to the practice. He offers an interesting, if rather 
unorthodox theory of the craters on the moon 


Those huire mouthed openings, he figures, were not 


caused by the acts of God but by the acts of a race 
of men who onto dwelt upon the moon. They ad- 
vanced from barbarism to civilization and finally in- 
vented means of war whose prototypes may be seen 
on the world today. They ..developed their 
instru- 


ments to untold power and In a last great war scat- 
tered projectiles over their lunar home, exterminat- 
ing each other and scarring their little globe forever. 


Regular scientists have explained the craters v/ 


the presence of volcanic activity, or by a meteoric 
barrage from the skies. The latter theory Is not 
dissimilar to the "cannonball" idea of the enthusias- 
tic amateur.

teur's explanation, but perhaps he Is the one aft«r 
nil who could do,the most good by his observations. 

Guns 
that rarthllngs may develop will hardly scar' the 
terrain In such a terrific manner as something did 
the moon, but at their present rate of development 
they will soon be big enough to wreak most awful 
havoc upon the human rare

They will be located with reference to adjacent tim- 
ber tracts and other features conducive to the com- 
fort and pleasure of campers, vacationists, and the 
jthers who will visit them. Game preserves are to 
be created around each body of water, where hunt- 
ng will be strictly prohibited. The state will keep 
the lakes well stocked with fish. 


What Kansas can do along this line, Nebraska can 


also do. In fact. Nebraska has the advantage of 
possessing a number of natural lakes to start with. 
There are, too, many communities in this state where

grounds. Several of these inviting places are situ- 
ated not far from Lincoln. The same thing could be 
done ,in other localities where nothing of the kind 
las yet been attempted. 


It may eventually turn out, if the business of con- 


structing lakes Is carried out on a large scale, that 
agriculture in Nebraska and Kansas will, also be 
benefitted. 
Territory that contains a , considerable 


amount of water surface and timbered areas is less 
ikely to suffer drought' than an unbroken expanse of 
prairie land. If a lake of some size could be estab- 
ished in every county of Nebraska, It would pro- 
bably make an appreciable-difference In the annual 
-ainfall and als\j help to keep down excessive sum- 
mer temperatures. 


The Kansas project is one which deserves to suc- 


ceed and Is worthy of emulation throughout 
the 


whole middle west.

Hawaii Plover Cross 'Pacific. 


(New York Times.) 


One of the moat interesting: bird 


colonies In the, world is found on 
Laysan, one of tne small Islets at 
the extreme western end of the ter- 
ritory of 
Hawaii, 
forming 
the 
Hawaiian Bird Reservation. On this 
small aandy beach, slightly more 
than two miles 
long and a mile 


wide, so many birds nest every sea- 
son that some of them flna it nec- 
esaary to lay their eggs under- 
ground. 
William Alanaon Bryan, Hawaiian 


historian, who has studied the birds, 
says: 
"Just -why the plover and all the 
migratory birds undertake weari- 
some flight of 
more than 3.000 


miles across the wild, open ocean 
must ever remain a mystery. "With- 
out doubt when storms are encoun- 
tered many must lose their way and 
go down to waters' graves or. thrown 
from their own course, must fly for 
days over the ffreat dull expanse 
in search of land.

The,World'* Largest Crater. 


(The 
New York Times.) 


One of the most remarkable nat- 
ural objects on the North American 
continent Is Ariiakchak Crater on 
Alaska Peninsula, which was dis- 
covered in August, 1922, by a party 
from the Department of the Interion 
In charge of R. H. Sargent,' while 
they 
were searching 
for possible 
petroleum-bearing areas in that re- 
gion. A report by "W. R. Smith, the 
geologist of the party, has been is- 
sued by the United States Oeolog- 
ical Survey, giving a detailed des- 
cription and views of the crater an«I 
its surroundings. 
The crater is an enormous basin, 


the floor of which measures six and 
three-fourths 
miles 
by five 
and 
three-fourths miles, an area more 
than half as large as the District of 
Columbia. 
The rock walls that 


form the rim of the crater rise In 
places 3,000 feet above its floor, 
and a cinder cone In the crater 
rises to a. height of 2,200 feet, four 
times 
that 
of 
the 
Washington 


Monument 
In a hollow in the cra- 
ter's floor lies a lake that is two and 
a half miles long and that has an 
area oC two square miles. 
"A further measure of the mag- 


nitude of the crater," aays a state- 
ment issued by the Geological Sur- 
vey, 
"mav be had by comparing It 


with better-known volcanic craters, 
such as Kilauea in the Hawaiian 
Inlands, 
which 
has 
a 
diameter 


slightly less than three miles or the 
pit occupied by Crater Lake In Ore- 
gon, which has a diameter" of about 
five and a half miles, both being 
smaller than Anlakchak. Estimate: 
of tbe amount of material that han 
been, eected from the present crator 
vary greatly but the smallest quan- 
tity Indicated by the available facts 
Is about eight cubic milea , and 
the actual quantity may have been 
more than sixteen cubic miles.

purs uits to the grim co nflict of the battlefield, co rn 
and the pro d uc ts w hich co me fro m it becam e the 
chief Item s of food fo r m illio ns a nd millio ns. As the 
basic fo o d fo r the fa tte ning o f a nim a ls it ha s no 


equal. 
T he U nited S ta te s pro d uces 70 per cent of all the 
co rn ra is e d in the wo rld, a nd tw elve c entral w estern 
states, of w hich N e b r a s k a ; s one, raise a n equal pe r ­ 
centage o f the' cro p gro w n In this co untry. 
T he gr e a te s t m ira cle of the w e s te rn plains c a n be 
seen in the m iles and m iles of w aving co rn fields.
